Unlike the German situation, on 
which Russian views have been 
expressed at half a dozen confer- 
ences since the war, the subject 
of atomic control raised anew by 
President: Eisenhower in his 
speech still remains on the Soviet 
side the subject of cloudy gen- 
eralities and indefinite assertions 
of good intentions.

State Department 
Fooling the Public 


WASHINGTON—The American people are 
having the wool pulled over their eyes by the State 
Department under the present administration in eS 
somewhat the same fashion it was done by the Famenduliden

The official propaganda concerning the United States to 


its Allies, for example, still denounces any member of Congress who 
proposes an embargo on financial aid to uncooperative allies. But 


the facts show conclusively that 
the will of the Congress, as ex- 
pressed in laws threatening the 
withdrawal of financial aid from 
allies that are not co-operative, 
cannot be thwarted by such prop- 
aganda. Here are the facts: 

1. On Dec. 1, the State Depart- 
ment issued a statement declar- 
ing that it resented criticism 
which said the U.S. should with- 
»draw aid from those nations send- 
ing strategic materials to coun- 
tries behind the Iron Curtain. The 
statement deplored any ‘‘threats 
or intimidation.”’ 

2. From one end of the country 
to the other came certain vehe- 
ment criticisms of Sen, McCarthy 
for daring to express an opinion 
on foreign policy, and it was 
further argued that he was pro 
posing that America ‘‘coerce”’ its 
Allies by withholding aid if they 
traded with Red China. 

3. On Dec. 14, the Secretary of 
State, speaking at Paris, made a 
speech plainly stating that eco- 
nomic and financial aid will be 
withheld if France does not ratify 
the European defense treaty. 

4. The Secretary of State on 
the same day pointed out that “in 


} 


legislation under which the Unit- 
ed States is operating this year 
one finds 50 per cent of the 
money appropriated for prospec- 
tive members of the European 
Defense Community cannot be 
paid over except to the EDC it- 
self.” He added that “half the 
funds are now legally tied up so 
they cannot be paid out of pro- 
ceeds except on condition that 
the EDC comes into existence.”’ 

5. On Dec. 16, President Eisern- 
hower was asked if France didn’t 
ratify the EDC pact, would the 
U.S. have to reappraise its t 
commitments and its policies? 
Mr. Eisenhower said in reply:°

‘pall equivalent of a Balkan kingdom, 
woefully weak and divided, when Bar- 
row moved from Boston to New York 
in 1920. But Edward Grant Barrow be- 
came the prime minister who was to 
make the Yankees the greatest of base- 
‘ball empires. The Yankees will forever 
be his monument. 

Ed Barrow died last week at the 

age of 85. Even his death was typi- 

eal of the man. More than six weeks ago the doctors agreed that 

he could not last another 24 hours. Barrow, the fighter, defied the 
doctors and defied death despite his great age. 


He was not a warm man whq could inspire quick affection. 
But he inspired respect and admiration. The few who were 
privileged to break past that forbidding outer crust found him to 
be a lot softer than he appeared. Those who knew him best—such 
as Paul Krichell, his chief scout—grew to love him. 


When Barrow took over the general managership of the 
Yankees, he found the co-owners, Col. Jacob Ruppert and Col 
Tillinghast L’Hommedieu Huston, as insoluble as oil and 
water. They feuded constantly. Neither cared for the manager, 
Miller Huggins, who was harried and beset on all sides and 
in all directions. The first move Barrow made was to send for 
Huggins. @ 

““You’re the manager,’’ growled the massive Barrow to the 
midget Hug. “*‘You’ll get no second guessing from me.‘ Your job | 
is to win and my job is to see that you have the players to win 
with. You tell me what you need and I'll make the deals. And I'll 
take full responsibility for every deal I make.” . 


-——Bossing the Bosses 


Barrow never was to dewate from his policy of non-interfer- 


ence. As a means of enforcing it, he gave explicit orders to the | 


two owners that they stay out of the clubhouse. Huston looked 
nfore surprised than Ruppert. 

*‘Do you really mean this, Simon?’’ asked Huston. 

“I certainly do,’”’ barked Barrow. 

* Huston always called Barrow ‘‘Simon.” It was a shortening of 
the full nickname of “Simon Legree.”’ It wasn’t a bad nickname, 
Either. Cousin Ed was a bit of a slave-driver on occasions, even 
Though he drove himself harder than anyone else. 


*“Krich, open the window,’ he’d snap on entering the 
office. 

“Okay, Ed,’’ Krichell would respond, galloping to open the 
window. 


Krichell was scouting two fine prospects in the Eastern Shore 
League in Maryland one day when a wire arrived from Barrow, 
ordering him instantly to upstate New York. The unquestionably 
obedient Krich hopped the first train and thereby missed signing 
Jimmy Foxx and Mickey Cochrane. 


—Raided the Red Sox 


But Barrow didn’t miss much during his fifty years in base- 
ball. When he first joined the club, he turned around and ruth- 
lessly raided the club he’d just left. He took so many Hub stars 
that Boston writers sorrowfully called it ‘‘the Rape of the Red 
Sox.”” But it started the Yankees along a championship road they 
had not trod until Barrow arrived. 

Cousin Ed didn’t like the idea of bain systems. But as soon 
as he realized that they were necessary, he established for the 
Yankees the best and most productive farm system of all. 


The mischievous Jimmie Dykes once called Joe McCarthy 
“a push-button mianager.” It was a dig at Marse Joe but it was 
a left-handed compliment to Barrow for setting up an assem- 
bly-line production system so that McCarthy only had to push 
buttons to get ball players. 
Barrow never shared the Dykes’ estimate of McCarthy. In 
Phang Ed’s book Marse Jce was “‘the greatest manager who ever 
Barrow saw them all. He was in the game for so long that he 
' even was the discoverer of Honus Wagner, the king of all short- 
stops. Nor should it ever be forgotten that Barrow, the heavy- 
handed field manager of the Red Sox. had the consummate dar- 
ing to convert Babe Ruth into an outfielder. At the time of the 
switch Ruth was one of the best left-handed pitchers in the sport, 
twice a 23-game winners It took a man with imagination to risk 
making him an outfielder. But the transformation changed base- 
ball history.

If the steeple should ever topple at Druid Hills Methodist

“QUITE A CONTRAST”

‘We can send Sisson anywhere. 
He has his own furniture.’ And 
all we owned was a _ bedroom 
suite and an icebox!” 


As a rule Methodist congrega- 
tions furnish their parsonages to 
the last footstool. 

‘‘But we've had the privilege 
of moving into two brand-new 
homes during 20 years with the 
ministry — when Mr. Sisson was 
at Bethany and Haygood Me- 
morial churches here.”’ 


Custom was in Methodism 
some years ago that a committee 
of members supervised decorat- 
ing the preacher's home, and if 
theirs and the pastor's wife's 
tastes didn’t agree; she might 
find Chinese red draperies 
teamed with green walls. 

‘“‘Now we're consulted about 
everything. The congregation 
just bought lovely mint green 
cotton tufted rugs for the whole 
upstairs.”’ 

“Green Gables,” as it was 
known to the original owners,

Non-Farm Workers 
Show Gain in 1953 


By JIM MONTGOMERY 
Business activity for 1953 in Georgia and in the Atlanta area 
is continuing at a better pace than in 1952 in terms of overall 
non-farm employment, although last month’s total in both city 
and state fell below the October level. 


November non-farm employment in Georgia was estimated 
at-909,500 in a report released yesterday by Labor Commissioner 
Ben T. Huiet. This was 4.100 better than in the same month last 

_year, but fell under the October level by 3,100. 


This loss from the previous month was shared by most of the 
major employment groups. Trade, finance, insurance and real 
estate, however, registered gains. In the trade establishments a 
gain of 1,000 workers was attributed to seasonal hiring in retail 
department and mail order stores. 


Georgia construction employment declined seasonally for the 
third month with a loss of 1,400 workers in November. Even with 
this decline, the 49,600 construction employes remained nearly 
6 per cent above the year ago-level. 


Average weekly earnings for all Georgia manufacturing 
workers in November stood at $49.52, slightly below the previous 
month and 50 cents under last year’s figure. This was accounted 
for by a similar decline in weekly hours, which averaged 39.3 in 
November. A year ago the average was 41. 

In the Atlanta area (Fulton, DeKalb and Cobb Counties) non- 
farm employment last month remained 7,700 above the same 
month in 1952, despite a loss of 1,350 from the previous month. 

Compared with last year, Atlanta area construction employ- 
ment in November was up 11.2 per cent, manufacturing rose 5.4 
per cent, and finance, insurance and real estate gained 8.9 per 
cent. 

Decreases in employment ranging from 0.4 to 1.7 per cent 
were reported in wholesale and retai] trade and in transporta- 
tion, communications and public utilities. Seasonal employment 
gains in retail department stores were more than offset by a 
loss of 500 workers in wholesale trade. 

Contrary to the state average, weekly earnings in Atlanta 
increased $1.85 over the $60.71 average a year ago, while weekly 
hours dropped to 40.1 from 41.3. The wage increase was due to a 
gain in higher paid workers and more overtime in durable goods. 


South Gaining in Pay Scale 


A recent report from Southern Technical Institute at Cham- 
blee indicated its graduates are not moving to Northern climes 
to set up shop, since there is very little regional pay differential 
for technically trained personnel. | 

Now comes a report based on a survey conducted by the Na- | 
tional Society of Professional Engineers showing salaries in the | 
Southeast are better than in some areas and nearly as good as in 
others. 

The survey of 12,000 engineers, including Georgia Tech pro- 
fessors and graduates, found the Southeast with a median salary 
of $7,500. This was higher than that of the Middle West, Middle 
South and West, but lower than the Northeast and North Central 
states. 

Apparently more important in determining engineers’ sal- 
aries is the type of work they go into and their length of experi- 
ence. Those in governmental and educational work do not do 
nearly as well as those in industry or private practice.

WORK ON SURPLUS 

City expenditures in .954 will 
further deplete the surplus, which 
is now approximately $7,000. The 
budget, however, will be high 
enough to keep the present tax 
rate of $1.80 per $100 assessment, 
Chaney predicted. 

The three largest items in the 
1954 budget are police, $16,200; 
streets and parks, $15,300, and 
general government, $13,800.
